April 17, 1897, Michael W. Louis’ of 
Cincinnati was appointed cashier in 
the Kansas City, Mo., postoffice, and 
was detailed to the department as act- 
fig superintendent of the supply di- 
vision. The Civil Service Commission 
was asked to except the position from 
the classified service. This the com- 
mission declined; but in July follow- 
ing it did give a special examination, 
allowing Louis a rating of 580 points 
for experience acquired during the 
three months he: had been in charge 
of the division. As a result of this 
rating Louls passed a successful ex- 
ainination and was appointed. 

Saortly after Louls was placed in 
charge. of postoffice supplies the con- 
tract for canceling ink was awarded 
to Ault & Wibore Co. of Cincinnati, 
O., at 24 cents per pound, 4 cents 
higher than other bide. Much of the 
ink furnished by the new contractors 
was of inferior quality, but instead of 
being returned to the company it was 
paid for and burned or thrown away on 
the city dump. During the fiscal year 
51,000 pounds of canceling ink were 
bought from the Ault & Wiborg Co., 
costing $14,387.52, while during the pre- 
vious year but 20,000 pounds had been 
used, at a cost of $4302.65.

In the office of the Assistant 
Attorney-General of the Postoffice De- 
partment, under Tyner and Barrett, 
far greater wrong was inflicted upon 
the public than could be measured by 
a pecuniary standard, as in these of- 
flees the corruption of the govern- 
ment officials took the form of favor- 
ing ‘get-rich-quick’ concerns and 
similar swindling systems; in other 
words the. criminals whom it was the 
sworn duty of these officials to prese- 
cute, paid them for permission to 


fleece the public unmolested. 


LAW FOR BLACKMAILERS. 

I. heartily approve of the recom- 
mendation of Messrs. Conrad and 
Bonaparte and recommend. that the 
Statute of limitations be extended in 
the case of government servants to a 
period of at least five years; for the 
persons who in such positions of trust 
engage in corrupt practices can ordi- 
narily conceal their guilt for a longer 
time than fs covered by the present 
short statute of limitations. This rec 


| ommendation has been laid before the 


Congress in the report of the Attor- 
ney-General, and it is earnestly hoped 
that it will be acted upon favorably. 
Moreover, our experience’ shows that 
outsiders claiming ‘political influence 
sometimes sel] their influence to can- 
didates for office, or in other words, 
blackmail! these candidates. There 
should be legislation which will per- 
mit of summary dealing with such of- 
fenders. . 

However, the prime need is not new 
legislation, but the punishment of those 
who offend against the ecxisfih¢e laws 
The Postoffice Department is making 
certain changes in the methods of ad- 
ministration, notably in the method ,of 
inspection, by which the service will 
be improved and the chance of corrup- 
tion existing without discovery be min- 
imized: but the only way to meet the 
offenses is to punish the offenders by 
removal in any event, and where pos- 
sible by prosecution under the crimina: 
Statutes. In any great business, pubd- 
lic or private, wrongdoing is certain at 
times to occur. The way to guard 
against it is rigorously to scrutinize 
the character of those appointed, care- 
fully to supervise ..ieir action after 
appointmerit, and finally to punish with 
relentiess severity those who go wrong. 
All this is being done. 

The immediate reformation of the 
service by the turning-out of the of- 
fenders is not in itself ae to meet 
the demands of -‘ustice. e cases 
against both those within and those 
without the Postoffice Department who 
by their acts have brought themseives 
within the grasp of tne law wil] be 
pushed with the utmost vigor. Every 


_@ffort must be made to see that both 


the delinquent official and the outsider 
who shared his guilt are punished to 
th: limit of,the law. In pursuance 


this policy, the individuals above enu- 


merated have been indicted. In no case 
has the indictment been sought save 
where the Officials of the government 
were convinced of the man’s guilt, and 
in every case the government will ex- 
haust every expedient in its power in 
the effort to ree that justice is meted 
out to the offenders. 

Those in the public service whose 
duty it is must ever be vigilant in we 
detection of @rrongdoing, fearless in 
its: exposure, in its prosecu- 
tion, But in the last resort, when ev- 
erything which the public offictal, 
whether legislator, judge or executive 
officer can do, has been done, it re- 
mains for the jury, drawn from the 
pecple and sePresenting the people to 
do even-handed justice, sbfelding the 
innocent, but declining to be misied 
by any plea into refraining from pun- 
ishment of the guilty. 

CRIME OF CORRUPTIONIST. 

No crime calls for sterner reproba- 
tlon than the crime of the corrpt:on.si 
in public life and of the man who seeks 
to corrupt him. The bribe-giver ana 
the bribe-taker are equally guilty. 
Both alike sin against :42 primary law 
of the State's safety. All questions of 
difference in party policy sink into 
insignificance when the people of this 
country are brought face to face witn 
& question like this, which lies at the 
root of honest and decent government. 
On this question and on al! others iike 
it, we can afford to have no arvision 
among good citizens. 

In the last resor, d laws and 
g00d administration alike must reet 
upon the broad bar's of sound puwi: 
opinion. A dull puv.ic conscience, an 
easy-going acquiescence in corruption, 
infallibly meane the ruin of free in- 
stitutions, Self-government becomes a 
farce if the represen.acves of tue peo- 
ple corrupt Others, or are themselves 
corrupted. Freeaom is not the gift 
which will tarry long in the hands ot 
the dishonest or of thosé so foolish or 
so incompetent as to tolerate dishonesty 
in their public servants. Under our s¥s.- 
tem, all pewer comes from the people 
and all punishment rects« ultimateiy 
with the people. The tcleration of ihe 
Wrong, not exposure of the wrong is 
the real offense.

“It as no surprise to me to see the 
Genunciation of me in this report. ihe 
author of it, from the time he entered 
the Postoffice Department up to the 
present moment, hus,,in his official ca- 
pacity, pursued me personally, in sea- 
son and out, as everyone who. has 
been in puvlic jife in Washington dur- 
ing the past six vears knows. Innuen- 
do is artfully contrived and malice il- 
conceaied throughout the entire doc- 
ument, as everyoody familiar with tne 
facts may see. Its very opening pages 
attack my friend, M. Lewis, an honest 
gentleman, as the report itself is com- 
pelled to admit him to be, and it clos¢s 
with. impertinent and intrusive ani- 


madversions upon my administration. 


“The author seems to have studiously 
avoided mentioning the important fact 
that many, if not a large majority of 
these offenses occurred after J] had 
left the service. Nor is the slightest 
reference made to another important 
fact, viz., thatl had heaped upon me 
ten times asmuch administrative and 
executive work, by reason of the Span- 
ish-American War, as 1 should have 
undertaken, or the fact that during 
the time most of the onus of perform- 
ing the military posta! duties fell upon 
me, together with the distribution of 
much of the patronage of the service 
in the way of appointments, and that 
we had to estabiish precedents, as we 
had no military postai laws; and 
lastly, the fact that if anyone conjured 
with my name for corrupt purposes, I 
could not know it except somebody 
told me. No intimation of the kid 
ever reached me until lately through 
the press. 

“Men like Lewis, whose supplies 
were purchased through a committee 
of three appointed by the Postmaster- 
General by public advertisement, un- 
der the direction of the Postmaster- 
General, he being merely the distribu- 
tion clerk, are censured and made-to 
suffer for responsibilities they never 
had. When Lewis entered the service, 
he found hie division in a demoralized 
condition. A committee condemned 
the ink in use and recommended the 
ink purchased. The tremendous in- 
crease in the regular postal services 
required the filling of thousands of 
new ordera in new offices, as well aB 
old ones, and the military postal ser- 
vice necessitated the supplying of 
thousands of offices in newly-acquired 
territory. 

“Because I cannot be truthfully ac- 
cused of ever having received any fre- 
ward, in cash, bonds, stocks, presents 
or other form, while I was in the de- 
partment or since I left it, for acts 
while in the government employ, ap- 
pears (0 be especially disappointing 
to the author of this report. But since 
much of the report is occtpied with

and acquitted, I am willine to trust 
the public to draw its own conclusions. 
I welcome the opportunity to publish 
it in its entirety tn the columns of the 
Tribune.” 


MYSTERIOUS WOS Y GIL 


Santo Domingo’s Ex-President Says 
He Has an Agreement With President 


Roosevelt. 

(BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M1 

GAN JUAN (P. R.) Nov. 20.—{By 
West Indian Cable.}] Gen. Wos y Gil 
arrived here last night on the German 
cruiser Falke. The Falke started at 
@aylight this morning on her return to 
Santo Domingo. In the course of an in- 
terview with a representative of the As- 
eociated Presse, Gen. Gill sald: 

“No sig nifloance attaches to the fact 
of my traveling on the cruiser Falke. 
United States Minister Powell offered 
me passage on the gunboat Newport, 
to New Orleans or Kingston, Jamaica, 
but I preferred to come to San Juan, 
and the German officials kindly offere 
me transportation. 

“Regarding the overthrow of my 
government, I can only eay it was due 
to the tmpatience of the people. If the 
new government starts constitution- 
ally, my people will agree with it; if 
not, they will try another evolution 
rather than revolution. I had the chair 


‘through peace; I do not want it through 


war, which is demoralizing to the 
country. The future of the Dominican 
republic devolves upon the recognition 
of the protocol signed by the Vas-- 
quez government with Pow- 
ell. [ never Wanted the protoco! rati- 
fled unices the Dominican Congress ac- 
cepted it; my acceptance of it was 
forced when the revolution came. This 
pretocol demands the arbitration of 
certain differences between Santa Do- 
minco and the United States. 

“In accordance with President Roose- 
veil's agreement with me, personally 
signed by the President, and re- 
ceived in Santo Domingo, Mr. Roose- 
Velt carmot accept any other arbiter 
than mine, Sefior Galvan, who was 
appointed by the regular government 
and ts now in Wagshington. I do not 
care tO Say more now.” 

Gen. Wos y Gu will remain here 
two months. When asked if he were 
contemplating urging the United 
States government to“establish a pro- 
tectorate over Santo Domingo, the gen- 
eral placed his finger upon his lips 
and waved his hand significantly, his 
entire manner indicaiing the truth of 
the rumor that such -a step was the 
object of Sefior Galvan's mission to 
President Roosevelt.

CHICAGO, Nov. 29.—Peter Neider- 
meler, one of the members of the 
quartette of young bandits who for the 
last six months have terrorized Chi- 
cago, in another confession today 
added several more crimes to the long 
list already charged against him and 
his companions, Van Dine. marx ano 
Roeski. Neidermeler offered to tell 
Chief of Police O'Neill! of a score of 
train hold-ups, burglaries and other 
crimes that he has committed if the 
rewards offered will only be given to 
his mother. 

“I want to know that my mother will 
be cared for after I am hung,” said the 
21-year-old boy, who is now the self- 
confessed murderer of five men. “1 an 
guilty of crimes of which you know 
nothing and for which fnnocent men 
are now suffering. There are rewards 
offered for my capture and conviction. 
If you will guarantee that these re- 
wards will go to my mother I will 
convict myself. I wil! confess crimes 
that wil) startle you.” 

In order to make good his word, 
Neidermeier told of a few crimes 
which he claimed to have committed. 
He outlined them in such a manner 
Chief O'Neil declared tonight as only 
one concerned in them could. Ne- 
dermeier refused, however, to divulge 
the names of his partners in the 
crimes referred to, pending proof that 
his mother would get the reward. A 
few of the additional crimes he claims 
have participated in, are as fol- 
ows: 

Robbery of the Illinois Central Ex- 
press at Paducah, Ky., in which 
Barnes, one of the robbers, cut his 
throat, while surrounded in @ swamp. 
‘The others escaped. 

Hold-up of a stage coach a mile from 
Butler, Nev., two years ago and rob- 
bery of the mail. No one was shot, 
— the robbers escaped without recog- 
nition. 

Hold-up and robbery of Chfcago and 
Northwestern passenger train near 
Boone, Iowa, six months ago. 

Hold-up and attempted robbery of 
Baltimore and Ohio train at Edgemoor.

He 
offered to tell Special Agent O'Keefe 
the entire story of the daring robbery 
and even show him the house in Ken- 
tucky where he hid after the robbery 
."T stalled the train alone,” said Nei- 
dermeijer, “then I entered the baggage 
car and threw out three sacks. Barnes 
grabbed one of them. I did not get 
any, as I was lucky in getting away 
with my life. They found Barnes tn a 
swamp with hie throat cut. He had p 
razor in the hand that he committed 
suicide with. 

“Before last May I spent three years 
in hold-ups and robberies outside Chi- 
cago. and If the rewards are forthcom- 
ing for my mother, will make a clean 
breast of everything.”

shail be so invested as to bear intereet 
and be safeg arded from 'nossible fu- 
ture assault and reckless expenditures 
by less scrupulous officials who may 
succeed those now seeking office. .

The President has heard 
enough from Senators and Represen- 
tatives of the beet-sugar States to as- 
sure him that a hard fight will be made 
to prevent the reduction of the duties 
on sugar and tobacco from the Phil- 
ippines to 50 per cent. of the rates of 
tue Tingley law, as proposed in the 
bills affecting the tariff rates on goods 
frorn the islands. The President; how- 
ever is believed to be In favor of lower 
duties for all goods coming from those 
possessions. The array against the 
proposed reduction will be stronger, it 
is said, than that against the Cuban 
reciprocity bill, because the sugar and 
cobacco interests of the country will be 
joined. The Congressional contingents 
from the sugar and tobacco States 
will form ar: important onpesitiea and 
may be able to prevent any reduction 
of the prevailing duties, which are 75 
per cent. of the Dingley rates. 

Both the sugar and tobacco inter- 
efts of the country declare if the rates 
on those commodities are reduced ac- 
cording to the scale proposed, their 
business will be harmed, and its fu- 
ture greatly endangered, because of 
the possibilities of an immense pro- 
duction of both crops in the islands. It 
is not believed that there will be any 
objection from these interests as a 
whole to the wiping out of duties on 
Philippine goods, except those in ques- 
tion. They care little whether goods 
are admitted free or pay 25 per’ cer:t.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 29.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.}) The Senate Committee on 
Public Lands will hold a meeting early 
‘n December to take up the Hans- 
oreugh bill and other measures pro- 
posing modifications in the public land 
aws of the United States. Genator 
Hansbrough, chairman of the commit- 
ee, today commented on the attacks 
made on his bill, in which it was al- 
leged the provision relative to fores:ry 
reserve lieu land selections repeals pert 
f the Irrigation Act. The Senator said 
the true intent and purpose of the 
measure had been misrepresented. He 
asserts that the provision In question 
makes no change in the existing law, 
simply limiting the right to non-tim- 
bered land. 

The Irrigation Act, on the other hand, 
it is pointed out, is in its nature a spe- 
cific act. -It relates ~to particular 
classes of lands and specifically pro- 
vides one method only for their appro- 
priation, while the Lieu Land Act ap- 
plies to unappropriated lands generally. 
and is {tn that sense a general act. Sena- 
tor Hansbrough said, from information 
he received from people of the North- 
west, there Ils a general misappreh>n- 
sion as to the purpose of the bill he 
aad introduced. He said: 

“My bill repeals the Timber and Stone. 
Act, and authorizes the Secretary of 
the Interior to appraise and sell tim- 
ber to the highest bidder. [t retains 
the title of the land in the vsovern- 
ment, thus providing a perpetual (rest 
in many of the Western States. Jhe 
dill provides that hereafter forestry re- 
serve rights cannot be located on lands 
more valuable for timber than for agri- 
culture; further that all proofs made 
under a commuted homestead must be 
taken before a register and recetver In- 
stead of a local court commissioner, as 
under the existing laws. 


“The bill prohibits the laying of scrip | 


on timber lands. This appears to be 
an objectionable feature to those who 
have been agitating a complete repeal 
of the public land laws, without put- 
ting something in their place. 

“Undoubtedly there have been-many 
irregularities under the land laws,” 
continued Senator Hansbrough, “but 
inquiry demonstrates that nearly all of 
these irregularities have occurred In 
isolated arid regions of Montana, where 
settlers never go, where land is with- 
out value, and where there is no wa- 
ter with which to irrigate it. It is un- 
just, however, to the people of the 
West to say these conditions exist in 
humid regions. I know they do not 
exist in North Dakota, nor do I believe 
they exist in Washington, California, 
Oregon, Idaho, South Dakota or Colo- 
rado. complaints made concerning the 
Timber and Stone Act Will be remedied 
if the bill I have introduced becomes a 
iaw.”’

Egypt, for instance, is continua.y fur- 
nishing fresh proofs of the antiquity otf 
civilization. Prof. Flinders Petrie ex- 
pounded at uwens College, Manchester, 
Eng., a few days ago che results of re- 
cent explorations at Abydos, in Upper 
Egypt, from which it appears that the 
ruins at that 4ne spot tel] a continuous 
story that carries us back to 5000 B.C. 
Abydos was the first capital of Egypt, 
and remained for forty-five centuries 
the religious center, the Canterbury ot 
the land, and there the Egyptian ex- 
ploration fund has unearthed the re- 
mains of “ten successive temples, one 
over the other.” From the age of the 
first temple a group of avout .v. ob- 
jects has been found which throw sur- 
prising light on the civilizatson of cut 
first dynasty. A part of a large glazed 
pottery vase of Mena, the first King or 
the first dynasty, about 4700 B.C., 
showed “that even then they were 
making glaze on a considerable scale, 


| and also iniaying it with a second color. 
The 


: ivory carving was astonishingly 
fine, a figure of a King showing a 
subtlety and power of expression as 
good as any work of later ages. At 


about 4000 B.C. an ivory statuette of $ 


Cheops, the builder of the great pyra- 
mid, was found. the only portras 
known of him. -laking every possi-_.e 
allowance for the marvelous rapidity or 
art development, must not many thous- 
ands of years have ro..ed over between 
the pristine dwellers in the Nile Vai- 
ley and the men who carved ivory 
statuettes and manufactured glazed 
work inlald with second colors? it is a 
long, long march from flint implements 
to the solemn temple, ivory statuettes 
and human portraits.—{London Tele- 
graph. 


The Electrophone. 

The name of the electrophone does not 
disclose why {ft should be different from 
the telephone, which sends sound by 
electricity; but the’ practical test of 
the former in England seems to indi- 
cate that it is a more adequate ana 
satisfying invention, and one that our 
telephone companies must  presentiy 
add to their equipment, or substitute 
for it.

England’s New Field Gun. 


1 and efficient weapon. It has 
amiga range of 10,000 yards, and 
a rate of fire of 29 rounds per minute. 
The improved time fuse permits of 
effective shrapnel fire, at a range of 
3400 yarda, an enormous advance on 
anything possible with our present 
type of fleld gun. There are four 
special points in which the new type 
surpasses the old; these are simplicity 
of the breech action, in which the 
interrupted screw is abolished, in- 
creased range, vastly increased rapid- 
ity of fire and perfect absorption of 
the recoil. In the old type of gun a 
coined steel block, carrying an inter- 
rupted screw threat, was to 


close the breech, and intricate and 
comparatively delicate mechanism 
was necessary to work it quickly, 


while the danger of burring or Injur- 
ing the screw threads when inserting 
the shell necessiteted an amount of 
care which materially interfered with 
the rapid loading of the gun. The new 
breech, which is the invention of Col. 
Deport of the French artillery, en- 
tirely obviates these difficulties. In- 
stead of a thread cone, worked by a 
complicated system of levers and 
ratchets, there will be in the new gun 
a riain steel disc, swinging on a pivot. 
When the crank handle attached to 
the disc is pulled, the disc slides 
round, so that e cartridge can be in- 
eerted in the bore, a reversal of the 
motion closes the breech and fires the 
«un, the whole operation occupying 
less than a second of time when perf- 
formed by well-trained gunners. The 
writer saw a neh gun detachment 
| fire eight rounds [In fifteen seconds 
for the benefit of the Czar of Russia, 
at Fort de Fresne, near Rheims, and 
thirty rounds have been fired in one 
minute by a picked squad at the 
French school of gunnery. This ex- 
treme rapidity is effected by the adop- 
tion an automatic attachment, 
which fires the gun the instant the 
disc has swuhg into position and 
closed the breech. When a slower rate 
of fire is required, as in ranging, the 
automatic action is put out gear 
by a very simple arrangement, and 
the gun can then be fired by pulling 
a lanyard, which releases the striker 
in the ordinary way. An exactly sim- 
ilar breech mechanism has been adopt- 
ed by the admiralty for heavy guns, 
and weapons manufactured in future 
will be fitted with ft, In opening the 
breech after the shot has béen fired 
an extractor grips the rim of the ex-

August W. Machen entered the pos- 
tal service as a clerk in the Toledo, 
0., postoffice, and was appointed as- 
sistant postmaster in 1487 by rostmas- 
ter George E. Lorenz. July 31, lev, 
Lereng retired fram office. In 1893 Ma- 
chen came to Washington in the hope 
of securing some kind of rederal po- 
sition under Pres.went Cleveland's sec- 
ond adminietration. May 6, 1893, he 
was appointed assistant superintendent 
of free delivery, and September . tol- 
lowing he was made superintendent. 
At that time he was a bankrupt finan- 
elally, with numerous judgments re- 
corded against him. When fhe left To- 
ledo he borrowed sums of money from 
friends, promising to repay these loans 
out of the first salary that he received, 
which he failed to do. Various fraud- 
ulent representations were made to se- 
eure loans, and upon one occasion he 
even resorted to ry. A simple 
statement of facts wh. give the clear- 
est iden of Machen's 
Sep.iember 16, four ays after 
Machen became superintendent of free 
delivery, he wrote the First Assistant 
Postmaster-Genera) recommending that 
leather straps be substituted for twine 
ueed by iletter-carriers in tying up 
their mrail, stating that to equip the 
service would not cost more than $1156 
a year. The recommendation was ap- 
proved, and Ma.hen ordered severai 
thousand straps from eorge D. Lamb 
of New Haven, Ct. Up to the time of 
‘® removal over one miilion 
straps had been purchased, at a cost 
of $137,217.38, or over $14,000 a year. 
July. 24, 1908, thé postmaster at Wor- 
cester, Mass., wrote the department, 
asking permission to buy carriers’ 
straps from a local dealer, stating that 
he could buy them for about half the 
price the department was paying. Ma- 
chen refused this request, stating: “The 
straps for this year were purchased of 
Mr. George D. Lamb, in accordance 
with contract with this office.’ This 
bold statement was made in the face 
of the fact that no contract had ever 
been made, Machen buying the straps 
from Lamb at a price fixed by a ver- 
bal agreement between them. George 
lL. Lamb is now dead, and the 
business is conducted by George B. 
B. Lamb, his son, who advised the 
inepectors that he knew nothing of 
th details of his father's arrange- 
ment with Machen, bvt that a man 
named W. C. Long appeared at his 
father’s office at regular intervals and 
collected 2% cents for every strap fur- 
nished.

GROFF FASTENERS. 

The Groff fastener is a patented de- 
vice for attaching street letter boxes 
to posts. No contract was ever exe- 
cuted for these fasteners. They were 
bought by Machen direct. This meth- 
od of attaching letter boxes was not a 
necessity, dad in many places post- 
masters did not consider itt satisfac- 
tory. The cost of the manufacture of 
the patent fastener was 25 cents each. 
For many years the department paid 
$1.50, but the price was afterward re- 
duced to $1.25. Of the $138,651.25 that 
during elght years has been paid the 
Groffe by the department, Machen and 
Lorenz have received about $51,469. 
The Groffs, Machen, Mr. and Mrs. Lo- 
reng were indicted by the Federal 
grand jury in the District of Columbia, 
June 5, 8 and 22, 1908, for conspiracy 
to defraud and the offering and receiv- 
ing of bribes. 

PAINTING LETTER BOXES. 

In 1897 Machen made a verbal ar- 
rangement with John T. Cupper of 
Lockhaven,; Pa., to paint all the letter 
boxes in the United States, allowing 
him 25 cents each on the posts, 50 cenis 
each for the letter boxes, and §1 for 
the package boxes; if the work was 
done by a local painter, Cupper was 
to furnish the material and receive 
38 cents for each letter box and 75 
cents for each package box. July 24, 
1900, the postmaster at Springfield, 
Mass., submitted a proposal from a lo- 
cal painter to furnish the material and 
paint the boxes in -that city for 15 
cents per letter box and 25 cenis-per 
package box, en in all $82.25. 
July 27, three days afterward, he was 
informed by Machen that . John 

. Cupper, the contractor, had 
deen instructed to arrange im- 

iately 


med for . ting the boxes, 
After Cupper had completed the work 
the tmaster was directed to pay 


him $100.50, more than three times as 
much as asked by the local painter. 

In May, 1902, the postmaster at San 
Francisco, Cal., asked permission to 
expend $180 for material to paint let- 
ter boxes. In answer to this requc¢t 
he was advised that John T. Cupper 
of Lockhaven, Pa., had been Instructed 
to send him sufficient material for 
painting the boxes, and September 10 
he was directed to pay Cupper $811.45 
for material which he had eee days 
previously notified the e 
ment he could secure for $1580. 

The manufacturers of letter boxes, 
by the terms of the contract, were re- 
quired to paint the bogzes at the fac- 
tory, but, regardless of this provision, 
Cupper was ordered in July, 1900, to 
paint all the letter boxes at the factory 
where they were made, and he was pald 
$16,227.50 for this work. 

Inquiry from about five hundred 
“free-delivery offices shows that the ex- 
pense of painting letter boxes for the 
six years prior to Machen's agreement 
with Cupper wae 29% cents each. Since 
Machen's removal the boxes have been 
painted in thirty-eight cities, the aver- 
age cost per letter box being 28.7 cents, 
package boxes 61 cents, and posts 9 
cents each, 

Cupper, when first Interogated. de- 
nied that he had ever pald anyone a 
part of the money he received for 
paloting letter boxes. Later, when he 
was confronted with drafts which he 
had paid to W. C. Long, he admitted 
that he* had paid him 10 cents per box 
on every box painted, or about $29,090 
during the last five.years. Part of 
this money has been traced to Machen. 
Machen, Cupper and Long were in- 
dicted by the Federal grand jury, July 
21, 1903, for conspiracy to defraud. 

CARRIERS LEATHER CASES. 

When the system of carrier registra- 
tion was adopted, Machen conceived 
the idea that the carriers neded a 
eimall case In which to carry the regis- 
tration book. He bought these cases 
from Maurice Runkle of New York 
and Charles 8. Smith of Baitimore, 
Md., without competitive bids. Those 
purchased from Runkle were said to 
be for the rural delivery service. Orc- 
tober 20, 1992, 21,000 had been ordered, 
though at that time there were om 
11,000 rural carriers in the _ service, 
Runkle was not a leather manufac- 
turer, but a dealer in clothing. hie 
received fromthe department 9 cents 
each for the caseg and had them made 
by leather manufacturers, paying 
from 2% to 28 cents each. The 21,00 
cases cost Rumkie %5831.96, while the 
government paid him $18,906.30, making 
him a profit of $15,074.34. Runkle paid 
Machen $2450 for worthless mining 
stock and also gave McGregor, a clerk 
in. Machen’s office, certain sums of 
money. Machen, Runkle and McGrez- 
or were indicted by the Federal grand 
jury in the District of Columb.a, July 
31, 1993, for conspiring to defraud,

One Solomon C. Wynn submitted a 
proposal to furnish the various sized 
boxes at $1.75, $2.26 and $2.75, as against 
the Scheble box at $2.60, $3.26 and $5.25 
each. Wynn, therefore, became an 
embarratsing competitor. But Machen 
was equal to the occasion; he stated 
to Postmaster-Genera] Wilson that he 


had a cousin, Arnold J. J. Machen,. 


of Toledo, O., who was interested with 
Wynn in this box, and that he did not 
think it proper for the contfact to be 
awarded to a firm ip whith a relative 
of the Superintendent of ee Deliv- 
ery was financially interested. The 
Postmaster-General evidently was im- 
pressed by the unsélfish . devotion of 
Machen to the public intereste, for 
Wynn's bid was discarded, though in 
so doing the cost of letter boxes dur- 
ing the contract period was increased 
$51,553.80. The profits on this contract 
to Maybury & Ellis aggregated some- 
thing over $53,000, haif of which was 
Kiven to Scheble, which the evidence 
— was divided equally with Ma- 
cnen. ‘ 
During the past four years 27,000 let- 
ter boxes have been distributed on ru- 
ral routes. They are unnecessary, 
since every farmer's letter box serves 
the purpose of both a deposit and a 
collection box. Poctmasters wrote fre- 
quently, stating that the boxes were of 
no use, that in many of them there was 
not a letter deposited once a month 
Nevertheless, Machen continued to 
have them erected, and during the Inat 
four years over $70.09 hae heen paid 
fer letter boves on. rural routes. Ma- 
chen and Scheble were indicted by the 
Federal grand jury in the District of 
Columbia; September 8, 1993, for con-

PACKAGE BOXES. 

The large boxes fastened to the let- 
ter-box posts or other supports are 
Styled package boxes. They. were first 
contracted for in 1893. Isaac McGte- 
han was the real contractor at tnat 
time, and has been since. in 1897, Sol- 
omon CC. Wynn, whose bid for leties 
boxes was thr out upon the fiction 
that Machen da cousin interested 
with him, wae also a bidder on package 
boxes, and offered to supply them for 
$3.50 each. But the bid was set aside 
with five others, ranging in price from 
$4 to $8 per box, and the contract 
given to McGiehan at $10.80. The evi- 
dence shows that McGlehan paid Ma- 
chen a ‘‘royalty’’ of 3 cents a box. Mc-

LEASES. 


The leasing of premises and furnish- 
ing of lieht and fuel for first, second 
and third-clase postoffices are under 
the supervision of the salary and al- 
lowance division. Formerly leases were 
made usually for a period of five 
with a proviso that the governzrent 
might at any time cancel the lease, if 


the interests of the postal service re-| 


quired it, by giving three months’ no- 
tice. Sometimes it was found nec- 
essary to omit the ‘“‘three-months 
clause,” in order to securé the most 
desirable location, but these Instances 
were rare, 

In 1898 a law was enacted authoriz- 
ing the department to make leases for 
@ period not exceeding ten yeara. No- 
vember 2 following the enactment ot 
this law the First Assistant Postmas- 
ter-General, in a letter intended as a 
guide to Inspectors when investigating 
lease cases, stated: “While the de- 
partment has authority to execute a 
lease for a period of ten years, it is 
not deemed advisable to do so unless 
it can be demonstrated that a positive 
advantage to the service will be se- 
cured thereby.” This policy, how- 
ever, was not consistently carried out. 

At Weehawken, N. J., July 1, 1900, a 
lease was executed for ten years, at 
$500 per annum, including all equip- 
ment, heat, light, etc. July 1, 1902. 
elght years before the lease expired, 
{t was canceled and a new lease en- 
tered into for the same premises and 
the same equipment at an annual 
rental of 8800. At Hastings, Neb., 
May 1, 1897, a lease was made for 
postoffice premises for a period of five 
years, including light, heat. vault and 
equipment, at an annual! rental of $700 
per annum. In March the lessor wae 
notified that the lense would be can- 
celed June 36, almost a year before its 
expiration. EBhortly after this a pro- 
posal was accepted for another butld- 
ing no more desirable, at a rental 
of $1800 per annum. A most vigorous 
protest was filed against this action of 
the department by those interesied in 
the canceled lease, and the matter 
was feferred to an inspectgt for in- 
veetigation, who, April 17, 1901, re- 
ported as follows: “Viewed from the

15 1901, a lease was executed for a 
réom fully equipped and furnished 
with light and heat for $1350 per an- 
num for ten years, the “three-menths’ 
clause” being eliminated. January 27, 


1902, about three months from the date 


of execution of this lease, it was can- 
celed and another executed at a rental 


of $1700. And May 14, four months 


afterwards, this $1500 lease was can- 


‘celed and another executed for ten 
years at $2000 per annum, with the 
“three-months’ clause” eliminated. No 


additional service was provided for in 


any of the subsequent leases that was 
not included In the original lease. In- 
stead of using this authority given by 
Congress to make long-time leases to 


secure better buildings for less money.

CANCELING MACHINES. 

There are eight varieties of ma- 
chines in use in the postal service 
for canceling stamps and postmar! 
mail matter; six of these are leased 
and two are purchased outright. The 
appropriation for the rent and pur- 
chase of canceling machines for the 
fiscal year 1896-97 was $60,000; for the 
present fiscal] year it is $250,000, show- 
ing an increase in the amount of mon- 
ey expended for this purpese during 
the time of the Beavers administra- 
tion of the salary and allowance di- 
vision of $190,000, or over 300 per cent 
The Barr-Fvke, the Columbia, and 
the Pneumatic are only used in a 
very Hmited manner. The American 
and Hey-Dolphin are used extensively, 
but there is no evidence of corrupt use 
of money in securing their intfoduc- 
tion into the service. 

The Barry machine was invented by 
William Barry. of Oswego, N. Y., in- 
1883. In 1895 one hundred of the mae 
chines were rented at $150 per annum. 
The correspondence of Maj. Ralph Bal- 
lin, the Washington agent in_ 1897, 
shows that at the suggestion of Perry 
S. Heath the company employed M. 
D. Helm, at a salary of $1209 per year, 
to use his influence in behalf of the 
Barry machine. After Helm’s em- 
was renewed 
and the price raised from $150 to $175, 
and again in 1898 advanced to $200 per 
annum. In July, 1900, after Heath's re- 
tirement from the department, the rent 
was reduced to $150. The employment 
of Helm was in the nature of a gtfa- 
tuity on the part of the company be- 
<ause of his relations with the First 
Assistant Postmaster-GeneraL 

The Hampden canceling machine was 
invented by W. R. Landfear fin 1890. 
Landfear, in 1897, after Perry S. Heath 
became First Assistant Postmaster- 
General, offered to sell 100 of these 
machines to the department for $200 
each, but the offer was declined. The 
company was reorganized in June, 
1898, and George N. Tyner, a brother 
ef the late Assistant Attorfiey-General, 
secured controlling interest in it. 
Another effort was then made to geell 
the machines to the department, which 
resulted in the purchase of 100 ma- 
chines at $300 each, the same machine 
with a few slight changes that. had 
been Offered at $200 less than a@ year 
before and declined. The mavhines 
proved worthiess. Of the 100 machines 
purchased there are at present only 
seventeen of them in use, and there is 
evidence that their worthless character 
Was well known to both Heath and 
Beavers before they were ordered. 

The most important contrag for 
canceling machines was that for the 
Doremus. Its original promoters were 
W. D. Doremus, the inventor: L. T. 
Michener, member of the law firm of 
of Washington, 
and H. J. Truesdell, of Binghamton, 
N. Y. The company was organized 
August 3, 1899, and capitalized for $100,- 
900, divided into 1000 shares of $100 
each. Of the 1000 shares, 250 were re- 
served as treasury stock, the remain- 
ing three-fourths being owned equally 
by Doremus, Truesdell. and the firm of 
Dudley & Michener. The 250 shares of 
treasury stock were transferred shortly 
after the organization of the company 


to Beavers than was left by Truesdell. 

As has been stated, an account of 
the company was kept in the Seventh 
National Bank of New York. In the 
same bank Green also kept an account. 
March 14, 1902, Green drew a check for 

on the account of the Doremus 
Machine Company in the Seventh Na- 
tional Bank; on March 15 the personal 
account of Green in the same bank 
Was credited with the same amount, 
and on March 18 Beavers deposited in 
his account in the Nassau Trust Com- 
pany of Brooklyn, N. Y., a check’on 
the Seventh National Bank of New 
York for $500, and on March 19 the 
personal account of Green in the Sev- 
enth National Bank of New York was 
charged with $500. May 10, 1902, a 
check for $1000 was charged to the ac- 
count of the Doremus Machine Com- 
pany in the Seventh National Bank, 
and on the same day the personal ac- 
count of Green was credited with that 
sum; four days jater Geo W. Beav- 
ers deposited by letter from Washing- 
ton, D. C., with the brokerage firm of 
Moore & Schley, of New York, the per- 
sonal check of George E. Green for 
$1000. June 24, 1902, the account of the 
Doremus Machine Company in -.the 
Seventh, National Bank of New York 
is charged with a check for $1750, and 
on the same day the personal account 
of Green in the same bank ia credited 
with the identical sum. The next day 
Beavers deposited with the brokerage 
of of New York

for $1750. | 

There were 130 Doremus canceling 
machines installed by. the Postoffice 
Department from Sanuary 1, 1902, to 
June 1, 1902. The three checks referred 
to aggregate $3250, an amount exactly 
equivalent to $25 each on 130 machines. 
When the inapectors inquired of Green 
as to these payments to Beavers he 

used to make any statement. He 
was subpoenaed before the grand jury 
and he still refused to answer any 
questions. The inspectors also called 
upon Doremus and asked permission to 
examine the books of the company to 
either verify or disprove the truth of 
the statements of Truesdell, Ida E. 
Crowell, and Long. but they were re- 
fused permission to- seb the books. 
Doremus claimed that they were not 
in his custody; that he had no author- 
ity over them, and could not therefore 
permit them to be examined: that 
they were in the charge of L. S. Fish, 
the book-keeper. Fish was subpoe- 
naed to produce the books before the 
grand jury. He answered the sub- 
poena, but stated that the books of the 
company had been burned last winter. 

October 5, 1903, indictments were 
found against Green, Doremus and 
Beavers for conspiracy to defraud. The 
evidence against Heath wags also sub- 
mitted to the District Attorney, who 
decided that it was not sufficient to 
warrant, his indictment. The adminis- 
ration Beavers was, 
more demoralizing upon the integrity 
of the service than that of Machen. 

‘CONCLUSION. 

Mr. Bristow says in conclusion: 

“For the purposes of this report the 
investigation ordered by you on March 
7 has been completed. In the prepara- 
tion of cases for trial where indict- 
ments have been found, tnformation 
may be secured which will necessitate 
further investigation and possibly in- 
v-lve persons not now implicated. More 
than forty inspectors have been em- 
ployed on this work, some of them 
continuously every day since the in- 
vittigation began. The records of 1000 
postoffices have been examined, and 
the files of many divisions of the de- 
partment, covering a period of from

Long before ai! of the 100 
machines had been delivered the de- 
partinent received numerous complaints 
from posimasters stating that they 
were worthless; and on ‘account of the 
great dissatisfaction with this first 100 
known as Model No.1 the Dorem us 
Company established 4 factory of its 
own in Washington and created Motel 
No, 2, and Beavers, without testing its 
efficiency, on June 26, 190, contracted 
for 100 of the new machines at $225 
each. Model No. 2 also proved a fail- 
ure, and Modei No. 3 was made. and 
Beavers promptly gave an order for 190 
machines of that mode! at $225 
each. Of the 200 machines purchased 
of models Nos. 1 and 2 but thirty-nine 
are now in use, the remaining 161 be- 
ing practically @ net loss. Six hundred 
and, seventy-one of these 
have been ordered by the Gepartment, 
at a4 net cost of $143,475. This is a 
repetition of the Story of automatic 
cashiers and Elliot: @ Hatch typewrit- 
ers, excert thet it is on-a larger scale. 

In. 1991, Truesdell and Green became 
estranged, and Truesdell left the em- 
Ploy of the Bundy company, and also 
sold his interest in the Doremus can- 
c@ling machine. When interviewed by 
the inspectors Truesdell stated that be- 
fore the second order on June 30, 1900, 
Was given for 10 machines.

Dore- 
mus admits that Truesdell told him 
subsequently that the stock was to be 
transferred to Heath in consideration 
of receiving a large order for ma- 
chines. Ida E. Croweil, Truesdell’s 
secretary, who was a book-keeper in. 
the employ of the Doremus Machine 
Company from October 3, 1900, until 
August, 1991, confirms many of Trues- 
deli’s statements. Heath refused to 
a Written statement. but said 
verbally to Inspector Simmons that 
he never received any stock from the 
Doremus Canceling Machine Company 
or any remuneration of any kind, d!- 
rectly or indtreet!y. 

Truesdell! further states that on ali 
machines sold to the department after 
the order for 100 of model No. 1, the 
company was required to pay Beavers 
$25 on each machine, which Beavers 
stated was to be divided with Heath: 
tnat on the first 100 he did not receive 
$25 each, but a lump sum of money, 
as he remembers $500, which he person- 
ally paid Beavers in New York. Trues- 
dell states that he paid Beavers sums

“As a result of the investigation four 
officers and employésa of the depart- 
ment have resigned and thirteen have 
been removed. Forty-four tndictments 
have been found. involving thirty-one 
persons, ten of whom have been con- 
nected with the postal service. At- 
tached to thig report is a list of thoee 
who have been separated from the ser- 
vice by resigntaion and removal: also 
a complete list of the indictments and 
the persons involved. 

“[ cannot speak in too high praise 
of the industry and intelligence of the 
inepectors and their loyalty to the in- 
terests of the service. The success of 
the investigation is largely due to 
them. They have sought the truth with 
eagerness and skill. No accounts have 
been too intricate for them to unravel, 
no labor too burdensome to under- 
take. Under the immediate charge of 
Chief Inspector William E. Cochran, 
they have worked in perfect accord. A 
list of those who have been employed 
on the investigation is attached to this 
report. 

“The resulte of thie investigation 
demonstrate that all traveling agents 
of tne department, such as assistant 
superintendents of salaries and allow- 
ances, of the free-delivery service, the 
railway mail service, and the regist 
system, and inspectors, should 
placed under one organization. A num- 
ber of changes should be made in the 


the Seventh Nationa! Bank of New

der to provide a more perfect check 
on the operations of various divisions, 
and some restrictive legisRaion affect- 
ing the divisions of salaries and al- 
lowances, of rural free delivery, and 
possibly others may be necessary. 
What the service most. needs, how- 
ever, is honest, intelligent, and vigor- 
ous adminfstration. The corruption 
disclosed is not due to lax laws, but 
to the dishonesty of those who have 
been charged wtih the responsibility of 
administering them. 

“In closing permit me to express my 
most sincere appreciation of the cor- 
dial support I have received from you 
during the progress of the investiga- 
tion. The hearty coéperation of First 
Assistant Postmaster-General Wynne, 
whose bureau has been so largely in- 
volved, and of Assistant Attorney.

LAREDO (Tex.): Nov. 29.—For more 
than three months, Northern Mexico 
and and the border town of Laredo, 
Tex., as well-as many other contingu- 
ous cities throughout the State, have 
suffered the throes of a severe epidemic 
of yellow fever, and notwithatanding 
the heroic efforts of the physicians of 
the United States Public Health and 
Marine Hospital Service, as well as the 
State Health Department physicians, 
and the many volunteer physicians 
who are diligently working to stamp 
out the scourge, the fever still con- 
tinues unabated, claiming many vic- 
tome. 

The fever first made its appearance 
at the United States border by being 
introduced by refugees from Linares, 
Mex,, who in some manner had suec- 
ceeded in passing the quarantine and 
gained admission to Laredo. The fever 
at Linares has claimed hunaredse of 


rts state that as a result of the fever 
the town is nearly depopulated, those 
who have not suffered from the dis- 
ease leaving tor other parts. _ 

That the disease has claimed thou- 
sands of victims throughout the re- 
public of Mexico during the present 
year isga foregone conclusion. Every 
town along the line of the National 
Railroad of Mexico petween Laredo, 
Tex., and Saltillo, Mex., and on the 
line of the Mexican Central railroad 
between Monterey and Tampico and on 
the branch between Monterey and Vic- 
toria hae contributed many cases and 
deaths to run the total up to many 
thousands. 

Dr. R. D. Murray, the yellow-fever 
expert who enjoys an_ international 
reputation, recently returned from a 
trip of investigation into Mexico and 
made the statement that Monterey 
alone had had more than. twenty-five 
thousand cases of yellow fever, conser- 
vatively estimated. 

That the disease should be allowed 
to reach the border is attributable to 
the lax quarantine measures which are 
inaintained by the Mexican authorities. 
Some of their quarantines do not even 
merit the name, it being so easy for 
one to proceed from ar infected point 
to an inland city where the disease is 
practically unknown. Then, too, since 
the adoption of the theory tnat the 
mosquito is the only means of spread- 
ing the disease, the Mexican people 
have not kept abreast of the cimes, 
and as a Tesult,.no precaution is taken 
to prevent the spread of the disease by 
isolating patients. 

MEXICAN IGNORANCE. 

The Mexican people, in their ignor- 

ance, knagine that the old-time meth 


demics are today in vogue, Viz., that 
of poisoning those who are so unfor- 
tunate as to contract the disease In or- 
der to kill them, and thus stamp out 
the epidemic. It is chraacteristic of the 
latin race to hand down “dichos,”’ 
(“nayings’’) from family to family for 
centuries, and from father to son for 
years and years have been passed 
along the unwritten history of meas- 
ures taken to stamp out epidemics in 
olden times. 

A prominent Mexican physician, tn 
discussing the unreasonable attitude 
assumed by the ignorant classes to- 
ward the physicians, said: ‘There ts a 
belief among the people that the doc- 
tors have been ordered to kill the sick 
ones. This is absurd, and ia the great- 
est proof of théir ignorance. The poor 
ones give the physicians enough to do 
during their lifetime, only paving with 
gtatitude, and it never occurs to them 
tnat the doctor ts the poisoner of their 
children; but if an epidemic takes 
place, such as that which now exists 
in Northern Mexico, and an evilly-in- 
clined person speculates on thelr ig- 
norance and says, ‘The doctors 
ordered to kill,” then farewell to grat- 
linde and good judgment. War on the 
physicians results—on those who only 
dq them good, against those who cure 
gratis—and attempts to conceal their 
sick ones, to be the cause of an in- 
crease in the death rate and an exten- 
sion of the epidemic. The good wil} of 
the doctors is not sufficient, nor the 
work of the authorities, in trying to 
undo that fixed and prejudicia) idea. 
The efforis of the doctors, the au- 
tnorities, and the people of common 
Fense are dashed to pieces against th 
bad will of the ignorant classes.” | 

NORTHERN MEXICO’'S CASES, 
_A résumé of the yellow-fever situa- 
tion in Northern Mexico would seem to 
indicate that between sixty and seventy 
thousand cases have prevailed this 
year, with the death. rate placed con- 
servatively at 10 per cent. The follow- 
ing table will give an idea of the num- 
ber of cases prevailing at various 
points in the republic of Mexico:

Monterey ....... . - .85,000 700 
Columbia 800 60 
Nuevo Laredo ........ ... 3,000 309 


Saltillo, Mex., is at a very high alti- 
tude, and the disease does not develop 
there, but those who contracted the 
disease in Monterey and went ‘to tha: 
place almost invariably 

It is, of course, utterly impossible to 
secure official figures of the ravages of 
the disease im Mexico, but the above 
table, making a liberal allowance for 
the cases of yellow fever and deaths 
which have occurred at hundreds of 
other points throughout the republic of 
Mexico, justifies a conservative esti- 
mate of between sixty and seventy 
thousand cases all told during the pres 
ent epidemic.

Dr... W. W. MacGregor, who is weil 

known ampng the local physicians, and 
who is temporarily attached to the Ma- 
rine Hospital Service during the pres- 
ent ‘epidemic, favored your correspond- 
ent with the following resumé of con- 
ditions in this city: . 
“The epidemic first made its appear- 
ance in Nuevo Laredo. At firat it was 
not recognized as being yellow fever. 
Soon afterward the increase at Tam- 
pico and from there spreading to Vic- 
torla and Linares and to Monterey, 
called attention to the possibility of its 
being carried here. The facility of 
railroad communication with these 
points and the short time elapsing 
would make it no difficult matter, for 
its transmission to the United States 
In former times, this would not have 
happened, as heretofore the distance 
was so great and travel having to be 
made by private conveyance or by 
stage, some time would elapse before 
a stricken yellow-fever patient could 
reach: the border and the patient would 
therefore either recover, or die in the 
meantime. 

“The first cases of a suspicious na- 
ture were noticed in Nuevo Laredo.

Afterward, on this side of the river, 
two or three ca were diagnosed as 
yellow fever. It\was then that the 


State Board of H was notified of 


| 


the probable existence of yellow fever 
in this locality. At the same time, the 
United States Marine Hospital Service 
was notified of the fact and asked to 
detail medical yellow-fever experts to 
investigate the matter, which was 
promptly done. The fever continued 
to spread, and it soon became evident 
that yellow fever was prevailing In an 
epidemic form tn our midst. 

“The disease continued to increase, 
cropping out at different points.. The 
physicians of the town at once adopted 
provide for a bettér sani- 
ation and to stamp out the epidemic. 
The Marine Hospital Sarviee came a 
corps of experts to assist our city with 
their experience and previous knowl- 
edge of the epidemic. Thanks to their 
efforts, assisted as they were by the 
State Board of Health and a kind 
Providence, we are thankful to say 
that the fever now ‘has reached the 
point where we can safely predict that 
the end is not far off. 

“The mortality of this e tdemi - 
tunately has been Very The 
cases that were seen promptly and 
received medical attention recovered. 
Many cases, however, due to ignorance 
or neglect, were concealed because of 
& prejudice existing among the igno 
rant classes against accepting the 
treatment offered by the physicians.

Dr. Louis Hough, a yellow fever ex- 
pert of Tampico, claima to have dis- 
covered a new, and what he terms 
the only effective system of treatment 
for yellow fever. He states the treat- 
ment consists primarily in supplying 
aoa g to the blood, and is as fol- 
ows:. 

“Quiet the nervous system of 
patient with bromides. 

“Keep the intestinal tract clean by 
purges. 

“Change the acid -ondition of » 
blood to alkaline by giving Siekeue 
nate of soda in large doses. | : 

“Supply oxygen to the blood by ad- 
ministering oxygenated water to the 
stomach.” 

According to the theory advanced 
by Dr. Hough. yellow fever is a toxic 
infection of the nervous system, es- 
pecially the pneumogasiric and sym- 
pathetic nervous system, which pr 
duces a terrific congestion in all the 
mucous membranes and in all the or- 
gans whose duty it is to eliminate the 
natural poisons from the system. This 
tension of ¢he nervous system, Dr. 
Hough says, is very marked and ts a 
symptom which in a great measure 
distinguishes yellow. fever from the 
common class of fevers wherein the 
congestion of the uerves exists, but 
not with the severity which charac- 
terizes yellow fever. 

The doctor stated that by the use 
of bromides the nervous system of the 
patient’ is relaxed, the congestion is 
partially relieved and the patient is 
able to go to sleep. Sleep is absolutely 
neceseary in all diseases, but more es- 
pecially in yellow fever, because dur-

sulting from the yellow-fever poison is 
in a manner overcome. 

Dr. Hough stated that he had used 
his remedy during the last epidemic in 
Tampico and that it had not Jost him 
a single case. He stated that in the 
treatment of the three classes of yel- 
low fever—benign, typical and malig- 
nant—his theory had proven to his 
mind that he is on the right track to 
a complete solution of. the problem 
of rendering yellow fever as harmless 
asa cold. 

Efforts are now being made to bring 
about a meeting between the health 
authorities of the United States and 
Mexico for the purpose of affording 
future protection to the Southern 
States in stamping out the disease in 
Mexico 

A prominent health authority stated 
that if future epidemics of yellow fever 
are to be avoided, it behooves the au- 
thorities to first stamp out the dis- 
ease at Vera Cruz and Tampico, which 
are now the breeding grounds of the 
Stegomyila fasciata, or yellow-fever 
mosquito, on this cortinent. Mexico 
is as vitally interested in the sub- 
ject as the United States, and it is 
probable that some means of bringing 
about the stamping out of the scourge 
will be arrived at soon.

MOONLIGHT NIGHT AND QUIET DAY 
HAVE BAD EFFECT. 


Birds Fed and Watered in the Dark, 
and Go Out to Sea at First Fise, Few 


Big Flocks Coming in Subsqqpently. 
Teal Showing Better Condition. 


Teal and spoonbills played a major 
part in such limit bags as were scored 
on the duck clubs yesterday. e fick- 
leness of Wildfow! could hardly be bet- 
ter illustrated than by a comparison of 
last Thursday's bag of big ducks witif 


the smal! birds that were mainly in 
evidence yesterday on the Ballona 
marshes. In the midweck shoot the 


sprigs and widgeon were well repre- 
sented; yesterday morning they rose 
at the first fire and hied themseives to 
sea, only two bunches of notable size 
coming in during the morning. All 
night in the moonlight, the white necks 
of the sprigs, were flashing to and 
fro, back and forth across the club 
marshes, and over iast year’s grain 
fields; the mellow whistle of the wid- 
geon Was keeping men awake o’ nights, 
and the mallards were sounding their 
vibrant call notes at intervais, while 


— never resting teal were flitting over: 
the drowned grass patches like 80 


many big bats. It was a long, loud 
revel from dusk to daylight, and all the 
birds killed in the brief first fight had 
their necks filled with grain, showing 
plainer than words what they had been 
doing tn the dark. The first movement 
was brief, and the big fowl, fed and 
watered to repletion, went to sea for 
the remainder of the day. Not so the 
teal; they found the overflow to thelr 
liking, and roosted about in the pickle- 
weed, affording considerable sport as 
they occasionally rose and winged their 
bullet-like way past the blinds, dodg- 
ing many a load ofwhot. In two limit 
bags scored*yesterday, half were green 
wings. This week, thanks to the moon, 
they have waxed as fat as sucking 
pigs, and are !n much better shape 
than seven days ago. 

The Recreationites were well repre- 
sented on their preserve, but com- 
plained of sandhill shooters, having in- 
ferlor sport in consequence. Too fre- 
quent banging at birds out of range 
also interfered with the Santa Monica 
Club's shooting to some extent. 

. There were seven guns firing 
the Centinela—Alla marshes and birds 
were common—both in representation 
and variety. “Broad-gauge mallards,” 
as Keeper McKee calls spoonbills, were 
in demand throughout, and most of 
the shooters overlooked no bets. There

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HE POLICE AND SALOONS. : 

It looks as though the opposition 
to the plan to add twenty-five patrol- 
men to the police force and to raise 
the funds therefor by increasing the tax 
on retail liquor dealers from $60 to $75 
a month will be weak. All indications 
are that there will be votes enough to 
earry it through the Council today, 
and perhaps one or two to spare. It 
has struck the public as a happy legis- 
lative combination. Inasmuch as the 
need of a larger police force is con- 
ceded, what could be more appropriate 
than to saddle the added expense on 


the traffic which is largely responsibie 


for the disturbances and crimes calling 
for extra police vigilance? It is a plan 
to which all the people seem to say 
“Amen!"—that is, all except those 
representing the liquor interests, and 
they are wisely refraining from mak- 
ing a loud noise about jt. By enacting 
this proposition into law the City Coun- 
cll will not only do a wise, just and 
beneficial thing, but wiil strengthen 
themselves among their constituents; 
and no lawmaker could have a 
stronger support than his own sense of 
right coupled with popular approval. 
It may be found judicious to adopt 
some new regulations to prevent 
abuses under the city license system. 
If there are any holes through which 
dealers in liquor tnder any guise es- 
pe bearing their share of the burden, 
y should be stopped up. One retail 
Uquor dealer should pay as much tax 
as another, no matter how his sign 


- peads outside his door: It is the busi- 


mess insidé which should regulate the 
license rate. Furthermore, no class of 
Gealers should have an advantage of 
any sort as to hours, conditions or re- 
strictiona, over any other class. The 
public will cordially support the Coun- 
cll in carrying out this policy. With 
am enlarged police force and the 
“wherewithal” provided for; the people 
will have a comforting assurance of 
better protection without a general in- 
crease in taxation. It is not often 
that a municipal need is met so well 
and so easily as by this double-headed 
measure for the good order and con- 
linued prosperity of the city.

TALKS WITH 
TRAVELERS. | 


William A. Pinkerton of Chicago, 
head of the famous detective agency 
bearing his name, is in Los Angeles, 
a@ guest at the Angelus. He is to open 
a local branch of his system, which will 
be in charge of a superintendent with 
a force of Pinkerton men. 

Probably there are few men in the 
country who are more familiar with 
the doings of professional! criminals on 
this continent, and with their manner 
of operation than is Mr. Pinkerton. To 
him current criminal history is a busi- 
bess study. 

“Four-fifths of the crimes committed 
in the United States at present may 
be idid at the door of the class of 
depredators known as yeggs,”’ said Mr. 
Pinkerton last night. “This class is 
typified by the confessed Chicago car 
barn thieves and murderers capt 
in such a sensational manner the other 
day. They are a part of the hobo 
class—blood-and-thunder young feilows, 
infested with a braggadocio criminal 
spirit through evil associations. Their 
crimes are startling and they often 
put up a sensational fight when cor- 
nered; but their unprofessional meth- 
ods make their career short-lived, and 
when they are in the tolls they go to 
pieces and confess. If they go to the 
gallows, as those fellows captured near 
Chicago certainly will, they die like 
curs. | 

“We are confining our detective work 

very largely to the protection of bank- 
ing, railroad and mining interests. Ev- 
ery bank belonging to the American 
Bankers’ Association is under our pro- 
tection. Crimes against banks are at 
a minimum at present. During the 
past year there were only three rob- 
beries of banks belonging to the asso- 
ciation, and a half-dozen unsuccessful 
attempts, 
“A& branch of detective work which 
we are now takihg up Is the protection 
of race-track interests against the class 
of professional depredators which fre- 
quent such places. This will be one 
of the special features of the Los An- 
geles branch of our system. The Ascot 
Park track has been placed under our 
protection.” .-

The Message for the Twentieth Century. 

A@the First Congregational Church 
vesterdey morning, Rev. Warren F. 
Day. D.D., pastor emeritus..in the pres- 
ence of a large congregation, epoke on 
“The Meseage for the Twentieth Cen- 
tury.” In part, he said: 

“Each great thought comes from 
some particular thinker. But men are 
at their t not when each thinks his 
own t alone, but 
men think the same though 
Published thought moves the world. 

“For each ego there is a message. 
Each ego has its own concerns and 
‘Meeds ite own special inspiration and 
\direction. Truths never change. But 
each truth may show itself in a new~ 
light, or in new relations. 

“Thoughtful men are considering the 
message for this ‘century. That phil- 
osophy or theology which gets the ear 
of this opening century gets the heart 
and intellect of those who are to 
make or unmake the institutions and 
weil-being of the passing hundred 
years. 

“Some features of what should ap- 
pear in this message are not far to 
find. it must be hopeful with the thrill 
of a michty age; its call must be not 
cor better machines or more money, but 
for more manhood, Hitherto human

However widely expressed there was a 
sentimental caord of sympatay akin 
to that of blood relationship. . Some- 
times ths common bond was strong 
as hooks of steel. This was so in old 
settled communities, and also in those 
pioneer nelighbornoods where a sense 
of loneliness orought mén_ together 
closely. The word ‘partner’ in the min- 
ing regions of California and the West 
came to have a sacredness of meaning 
‘that expressed the highest obligations 
one man could sustain to another in 
ways of loyal fealty.

Much Interest Shown in Plan to Raise 

Funds to Equip High School for Phys- 

ical Training. 

—tnterest in the project to bulla ‘a 
gymnasium. in connection with the 
High School by public subscription ts 
growing, and there seems little doubt 
that the much-needed improvement wil) 
ultimately be placed at the disposal of 
the 1350 pupils of the school. 

It is an undertaking which appears 
to merit public support. The High 
Schoo! has no provisions for physical 
training, unlike almost all other insti- 
tutions of its class in the country. 
Princtpal Housh estimates that a fairly 
good gymnasium with ball courts could 
be built for about $5000. The Board 
of Education has no available fun’s to 
spare for the purpose, but is said to 
have ap™roved of an appeal on the nart 
of the staff of the schol! to the Inter- 
ested public for financial aid in the 
cause, 

The school proposes to give an enter- 
tainment by which it te hoped to raise 
$1000. An additional $°00 has been 
promised from the outside when the 
first $1000 is raised. The rest of the 
necessary sum will be sought throuth 
subscriptions from patrons and friends 
of the school, and from public-spirited 
citizens. Many of the alumni have of- 
fered to assist. 

A pronverly-equipped gymnasium is 
considered of the greatest importance 
to both the physical and mental well 
being of such a body of students as ts 
enroled in our Hieh School.
